lowance, emolument or profit of any 
kind whatever from the Dominion of 
Canada under pain of being [ in? 
,. eligible as a member of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly of the Province; and no 
person accepting any office, commission 
or employment, permanent or tenipor- 
* ary, with an annual salary of over 
$500, or to which pay to the amount 
of $500 is allotted, shall be eligible as 
a member of the Legislative Assembly 
of this Province. Section 4 provides 
for the removal of such disqualified 
persons and the declaring of their seats 
vacant by aav judge of tho Supremo 
Court, . : 

THE UJsMENT. 

Mr. Heloesen Helped a "lame dog 
' ' over the style " very cleverly on Friday. 
Upon the item of $10,000 for cement 
coming up an explanation was asked 
by Mr. Vernon and instantly proffered 
by Mr. Heloesen who told tho House 
that new cement was required to mix 
with tho cement now on hand, which 
had greatly deteriorated in valuo ! The 
laugh was on the Opposition side, which 
had always contended that tho cement 
was purchased by tho Premier six years 
before it was required, and its deterior- 
ation was accepted as a matter of 
course. The minister by whoso depart- 
ment tbe expenditure will be made, 
said nothing. Mr. Helgesen had fair- 
ly taken the words out of his mouth, 
although, wo venture to say, that had 
he not been anticipated by Mr. Heloe- 
sen his answer would scarcely have 
been so ingenuous. That purchase of 
cement was a very unfortunate one for 
the public exchequer. 

Tho Law Demand. 

Department or tub Interior. 

Ottawa, Feb. 16, 1880. 
. Memorandum, referring to the appoint- 
ment by Order in Council of tho 9th 
December, 1879, of tho Hon. J. W. 
Trutch, C.M.G . , as Confidential Agent 
of tho Government in tho Provinco of 
British Columbia in connection with 
the Department of Railways and Can- 
als and the Dcnartment of tho Intorior, 
the undesigned has tho honour to sub- 
mit the following remarks for the 
consideration of tho Council as defining 
. ' ' the relations which it is proposed Mr. 
Truch shall occupy towards his depart- 
ment : — 

railway lands. 
1. It ia proposed that Mr. Trutch shall 
- ; be charged under tho diroction of Coun- 
' ■ cil, though the undersigned, with tho en- 
tiro management and administration of 
tho land3 in tho Pacific slopo to bo trans- 
ferred by tho Provinco of British Colum- 
bia to Canada under section 11 of tho 
Terms and Conditions of Union, and his 
first duty will bo to tako steps_ with as 
little delay as possible to placo himsolf in 
communication with the government of 
the Provinco with that view to obtain 
from the Provincial government a state- 
ment of tho condition of tho lands in the 
Valley of tho Eraser river and elaowhero 
in tho Provinco within tho twenty miles 
between each side of tho Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway line as located, sotting forth- - 
, , A. Ths lands deposed of ; C. Those for 
which application has been made and tho 
• claims of which are still pending, distin- 
guishing tho various classes of such claims 
with a synopsis of tho merits in each case. 
AIbo, to obtain copies of all maps and sur- 
veys showing the situations of any and 
all of such lands disposod of, or in rela- 
tion to which claims are now pending. 

- . 2. That with a view to collating and 
condensing such information, and to tho 
preparation of tho necessary maps and 

■ plans immediately required, and further 
as essentially necessary to onablo him to 
carry out the important duties entrusted 

' to him in reapact of the Survey and ad- 
' ministration of tho lands about to be 
taken over by the Government, a branch 
of the Surveyor-General's office should be 
established either in "Victoria or New 
Westminster as may be found moat con- 
venient and Mr. Trutch Bhould be au- 
thorized to establish such office and to ob- 
tain the necossary accommodation for tho 
same, and to employ from timo to time 
with the approval of Council though tho 
undersigned, such survoyors, draughts- 
men, and clerks, as may bo necessary in 
connection therewith. 

3. There is reason to believe that tho 
character of tho land for a very consider- 
able distance along tho line of tho Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway as located in British 
Columbia ia such as to be altogether un- 
suited for agricultural purposes, and 
thereforo valueless for tho objects con- 
templated at tho time tho Provinco was 
admitted into the Confederation, which 
was that tho lands proposed to bo trans- 
ferred to tho Dominion bo laid out and 
sold to aid in tho construction of tho 
road. 

Tho portion of section 11 of tho tormB 
and conditions on which the Province be- 
came a part of tho Dominion which ro- 
fers to tho grant of land to bo made by 
the Province for tho purposes of tho 
railway is as follaws : — 

"And tho Government of British Col- 
umbia agreo to convey to the Dominion 
Government in trust to be appropriated 
in snch manner as the Dominion Govern- 
ment may deem advisablo in furtherance 
of the construction of tho said railway a 
similar extent of public lands along tho 
lino of railway throughout ita entire 
longth in British Columbia — not oxcoeding 
however, twenty mile3 on each side of tho 
said lino — as may bo appropriated for tho 
tamo purpose by the Dominion Govern- 
ment from tho public lands of tho North- 
West Territories and Province of Mani- 
toba. Provided that tho quantity of land 
which may bo hold undor tho pre-emption 
right or by crown grant within tho limits 
of tho tract of land in British Columbia 
to bo so convoyed to the Dominion Gov- 
ernment shall be made good to tho Dom- 
inion from contiguous public lands. And 
provided further that until tho commence- 
ment within two years as aforesaid from 
tho date of tho Union, of tho construction 
of the said railway, tho Government of 
British Columbia shall not sell or alienate 
Any further of the public lands of British 



Columbia in any further way than under 
right of pre-emption on the land claimed 
by them in consideration of tho land to 
be so conveyed in aid of the construction 
of said railway, tho Dominion Govern- 
ment agree to pay to British Columbia 
from the dato of the Union the sum of 
$100,000 per annum in half yearly pay- 
ments in advance" 

In view of the statoment made in the 
preceding paragraph it now becomes ne- 
cessary that an understanding be arrived 
at with tho Government of the Province 
by which the Dominion may receive an 
equal area of lands available for farming 
or other economic purposes in lieu of 
thoao which on investigation maybe found 
to be available within tho forty milo belt; 
and the undersignod respectfully recom- 
mends that it be an instruction to Mr. 
Trutch to confer with the Provincial 
Government in tho following, i.e., that 
such territory situate within tho forty 
mile bolt referred to in the.section of tho 
Terms and Conditions above quoted as 
may be found on a thorough examination 
and investigation useleB3 for farming or 
other valuable purposes may not be re- 
garded as properly forming part of tho 
land consideration to bo received by the 
Dominion, but that tho same should bo 
eliminated from tho area in tho belt de- 
scribed, and that an equal area of land 
suitablo for farming or other valuable 
purposes should bo selected elsowhere in 
the Provinco in lieu thereof. 

The area to be selected outside of the 
belt mentioned should, in addition, in- 
clude a quantity of land to represent. that 
in tho Frasor Rivor Valloy and olsewhore 
along or in the vicinity of the railway lino 
which may bo found to have beon already 
disposed of by tho Province or with re- 
gard to which valid claims may be pre- 
ferred, also to cover the deficiency caused 
by the International Boundary on tho 
mainland, and the coast lino on Vancou- 
ver's Island, respectively falling within 
the forty milo aolt, tho lands so selectod 
outside should bo transferred by tho Pro- 
vincial Government to the Government of 
tho Dominion to bo dealt with in all re- 
spects as if tho same formed part of the 
forty milo belt. 

The undorsignod cannot doubt that tho 
Provincial Government will consider it- 
self pledged in good faith in view of tho 
whole circumstances and of the actual 
money consideration stipulated for in tho 
section of tormsand conditions abovo cit- 
ed, and which has beon regularly paid, to 
placo the Dominion Government in pos- 
session of land elsowhoro in liou of tho 
corresponding area within tho rail- 
way bolt which may bo found to be useless 
for agricultural or other valuablo purposes, 

4. It will bo tho duty of Mr. Trutch on 
tho principle indicated in tho foregoing 
paragraph boing conceded to obta'n an 
oxploratory survey and inspection of tho 
country for twenty miles on each sido of 
the railway lino as located within tho 
Province and to ascortain with approxi- 
mate accuracy tho proportion of available 
and unavailable laud included therein, 
and then to proceed in manner as may 
have been previously arranged between 
tho respective govornmonts to select 
lands elsewhere in tho Provinco in liou 
thereof, duly reporting tho same in order 
that steps may be taken to have thorn 
properly transferred to the Dominion. 

5. It will furthor bo the duty of Mr. 
Trutch on ascertaining what lands within 
tho surveyed portions of tho railway bolt 
in tho valley of the Frasor River and 
elsewhere along tho railway lino on tho 
Pacific slopo may bo availablo to bo dis- 
posed of, and on a definito selection hav- 
ing been made outside of such bolts of 
land in liou of the unavailable lands in 
such belt, to adviso the Government and 
to submit such a scheme for dealing with 
tho same as regards mode of survey, prico 
of land, he as , may think bost adapt- 
ed to the requirements of the country, 
bearing in mindthroughout the subjects of 
realizing from such lands funds for de- 
fraying tho cost of railway. 

. G. It will bo remembered that in 1875 
an Act of Parliament of Canada was pas- 
sed making the provisions of tho Domin- 
ion Lands Act applicable to tho Province 
of British Columbia, and so far as con- 
cerned tho survey and administration of 
the railway lands in that Province. 

The undersigned is advised that in con- 
sequence of tho physical conformation of 
the country Buch an application of the 
"Dominion Lands Acts would bo impo- 
litic, if not indeed altogether impractica- 
ble. He therefore recommends its re- 
peal, and that in the repealing Act autho- 
rity bo given to His Excellency the Gov- 
ernor-General in Council to regulate tho 
manner in which tho railway lands in the 
Provinco shall bo surveyed and laid out, 
and also to dotermino and regulato from 
timo to time the terms and conditions of 
tho disposal of such lands. 

INDIAN AFP AT US. 

7. In connection with Indian affairs in 
British Columbia the undersigned sug- 
gests that Mr. Trutch be authorized and 
instructed to exercise a general supervi- 
sion over tho same, advising with Mr. 
Superintendent Powell and other chief 
officers in charge, and making such sug- 
gestions from timo to time as he may 
consider calculated to contribute to the 
more efficient administration of Indian 
affairs on the Pacific coast.

Copy of a report of a committee of tho 
Honorable tho Privy Council, approved 
by his oxcellency the Govornor-Gon- 
oral in Council on the 25th Fobruary, 
1880. 

On a memorandum dated 18th Feb., 
188, from tho hon. fhe Minister of tho In- 
terior, bringing to the notice of your Ex- 
cellency in Council tho fact that so far as 
ho is aware no action has beon taken by 
tho Govornmont of British Columbia 
towards convoying to tho Dominion tho 
lands for railway purposes agreed to bo 
transferred by the Provinco to Canada 
undor section oloven of tho Torms and 
Conditions of Union in complianco 
with tho Order in Council of tho 16th of 
Decomber last, a copy of which was trans- 
mitted to tho Government of the said 
Province. 

Tho Minister recommends that tho Gov- 
ernment of British Columbia bo again 
communicated with and requested to 
comply with tho torms of tho said Ordor 
in Council, and that tho necessary legis- 
lation with such view may bo obtained 
during tho onsuing session of the Legis- 
lative Asaombly. 

Tho Minister further recommends, in 
connection with this Biibject, that tho 
Government of British Columbia bo in- 
formed that the hon. J. W. Trutch, C. 
M.C-, has beon appointed a confidential 
agont for tho Dominion in that Provinco, 
and is fully authorised to represent tho 
Government in all communications — vor- 
bal or othorwiso — with the Government 
of tho Province, on tho subjeot of tho ad- 
justment and transfer of tho land grant 
for railway purposes set forth in tho Terms 
and Conditions of Union, and that Mr. 
Trutch is accordingly duly accredited to 
the Government of British Columbia with 
such' view. 



Tho committee concur in the foregoing 
recommendations, and submit the same 
for your Excolloncy's approval, it being 
understood that all such arrangements 
bofore being formally concluded bo 
sanctioned by the respective Govern- 
ments. Ai

Tho Paolflo Railway Debate at 
Ottawa. 

ISlKX'ial Cor. Toronto Mult.) 

Ottawa, April 15.

Sir Charles Tuppor — Tho proposition 
that the country would have gainod great- 
ly if the Pacific Railway had been con- 
structed on tho terms of tho original 
compact of 1873 was fairly stated to the 
Houso. Tho next proposition was that 
when Mr. Mackenzie came into power the 
circumstances were such as to havo ena- 
bled him to abandon tho wholo scheme 
had ho so chosen, or had ho so felt com- 
pelled to choose. But Mr. Mackonzio did 
not so choose; on tho contrary ho very 
emphatically committed himself to the 
building of the wholo line. But ho mado 
a change. He choao to build tho road 
as a Govornmont work in order,- n3 he 
himself said, that tho people might got the 
profit of it. He struck out of his Act all 
referenco to private enterprise, and bold- 
ly committed Canada to the. building of 
tho Pacific railway as a purely national 
endeavor. It was true that somo provi- 
sions were made for subsidizing compan- 
ies by means of lands and money, if >!:• 
Government was pleased to mako that 
choico, tho price of the lands to bo fixed 
between tho Governor-in-Council and the 
contractors. In fact, in this way at least 
20,000,000 acres of land and 827,000,000 
of money wore plodgod to tho work in 
that alternative way, and tho oxponso of 
aurvoys, etc., waa to bo borno hy tho gov- 
ernment. In short tho late Government 
had committod tho people of Canada to 
engagements far moro onerous than the 
Government of 1873 had proposed. It 
was also proposod by the late Government 
to build the Georgian Bay branch at a 
cost of §2,500,000 and to givo a subsidy 
of SI, '140,000 to the extension of tho Ca- 
nada Central; in all about §4,000,000 that 
Mr. Mackenzie proposed to pay out in 
addition to tho wholo cost of tho railway 
actually before reaching the eastern tor- 
minus at Lake Nipisaing. Aa to tho pro- 
miso not to increase the rate of taxation, 
that clause of tho Act had been made 
wasto paper of by an actual loan raised 
for tho purpose of aiding the construction 
of tho Pacific railway. In fact tho mo- 
ment the Reform party got into power 
thoy forgot all thoir gloomy anticipations 
and tried to outdo their prodecossora in 
expenditure and promise Having added 
to tho eastern end a sum of four millions 
of money, Mr, Mackonzio proceedod to 
add other millions at the otherend by tho 
well-known Carnarvon terms. Theso terms 
wore as follows : — 

(1.) The building of the Esquimau and 
Nanaimo railway. 

(2.) The pushing on of the surveys with 
vigour. 

(3.) The construction of a wagon rond 
and tolograph lino. 

(4.) That two millions per annum bo 
spent in British' Columbia on railway 
works. 

(5.) That tho railway bo completed by 
December, 1800. 

As to these same Carnarvon terms Sir 
Charles Tuppcr caused a ripple of amuse- 
ment by roferring to that spirit of inde- 
pendent criticism which marked Mr. 
Blako whon ho was not in the Cabinet. 
Mr. Blake had indeed opposed tho Car- 
narvon terms, but Mr. Mackenzie had 
asked for tho " cheerful support " of hiB 
party in passing theso terms which had 
added at kast eight millions of dollars to 
tho expenditure moro than Sir John Mac- 
donald's Government had proposed to ox- 
pond. Yet Mr. Blako had actually en- 
tered that Government and had thus as- 
sumed tho full responsibility for all that 
policy of Mr. Mackonzio. 

After fivo years of defoat, tho old party 
came back to power. They found the 
Pembina branch incomplete, tho water- 
stretches unutilized, and a vast expendi- 
ture incurred in sections of lines begin- 
ning nowhoro and ending nowhere, and 
tho surveys for which had notoriously 
been disgracefully incomplete Theso 
facts have fully coino out by tho ovidonco 
on the section 15 Committeo and by the 
lottor of Mr. Fleming referred to in a 
late issue of the Mail. Sir Charles Tup- 
per had given Mr. Mackonzio last sossion 
credit for calling for tenders for tho rail- 
way in 1878, but ho now withdrew his 
credit, sinco Mr. Mackenzie himsolf had 
admitted that ho did not intend to build 
the sections for which ho asked tenders 
and had only called for tho tondors to get 
at tho oust. If this was tho caso it was 
dear that Mr. Macdonald was not entitl- 
ed to tho credit which last session had 
been given to him in mistako. As to Mr. 
Mackenzie's responsibility for thoincreaso 
of the quantities on section 15, Sir Charles 
stated that the change from trestle work 
to embankment had beon approved of by 
Mr. Mackenzie before Mr. Floming left 
for England. Tho present government 
had effected great savings in most of tho 
contracts by shortening the lino and do- 
creasing tho cost of the works. In 
one case alone a saving of 8319,000 had 
boen mado and similar savings wore bo- 
ing mado on other, contracts. Tho state- 
ment of Mr. Mackonzie that his call for 
tenders was, in fact, a fraud on British 
Columbia contracts, and that there was 
no intention of building tho railway, wa3 
dealt with by tho Minister with great 
force. One point now and striking was 
mado in this rcapect. Sir Charles asked 
Mr. Mackozio to explain why it was if ho 
had not. intonded to build tho Yale-Kam- 
loops soction that ho had concluded a con- 
tract with persons in British Columbia — 
to carry rails from Victoria to Yalo, in- 
volving a cost of §32,400. Tho groat main 
plank of the proaentGovornment'spolicywa 
tho building of tho road out of theso lands. 
Tho present Opposition seomod disposed 
to prove to tho world that tho lands were 
of no value. Thoy had declared that wo 
had not a million of acres to utilize. Mr. 
Mackonzie had dono his best to 
diaparago tho. land and declacod last, 
session that wo should have to 
pay peoplo for going into our 
North- West. Mr. Mackenzie displayed a 
good deal of restiveness, and protested at 
this point, but tho quotation waH driven 
home with new forco by tho Ministor who 
was cheoreel by tho Houso. Tho Ministor 
then referred to tho mission of ministers to 
England, and said that they had loft Eng- 
land after many consultations . with tho 
lato Ministers, in tho full oonfulonce that 
tho Imperial authorities had been onlisted 
with earnestness in tho present Govern- 
ment's plans for developing tho North- 
West and building tho Pacifio railway. 
Tho times wcro not propitious, of course, 
for making public all the hopes that had 
been entertained. But tho suocossful 
party in England would bo just as careful 
of Canadian intorosts as tho Conservatives 
had been. Sir Charles Tuppor read from 
a recent speech of Mr. Foster to show that 



that gentleman had recently declared 
that it would be wise for England to be 
liberal in this matter. Ho deepened his 
earnestness and vigor as ho rebuked the 
Opposition for thoir evident attempt to 
weaken the confidence of the people of 
Canada in tho Liberal Administration in 
England. 

Chnnges would necossarily have to bo 
mado in tho policy propounded in the reso- 
lutions of last session. As to the route, 
Sir Charles dealt with the hiatory of the 
Government's policy in tho matter. He 
gave to Port Simpson tho credit of beinga 
fino port, but the land was not good on 
that route; it was far out of tho current 
of population, and it would involve a 
great labor in construction. Tho merits 
of the Burrard Inlet route was set forth 
in striking language. The wisdom of 
building tho'Yale-Kamloops section waB 
also sot out, Sir Charles giving aome ac- 
count of tho region from various authori- 
ties. * Tho contracts have beon lot for 
maximum quantities. Power had been 
takon to cut down tho work and expendi- 
ture at any timo on theso works. The 
maximum estimates would probably bo 
roducod very largely in tho coursn of con- 
situction. 

An unhappy intorjoction of Mr. Blako 
caused Sir Charles to repudiate tho notiom 
of tarnishing the public faiih of Canada 
and stultifying two governments by break- 
ing faith with British Columbia and re- 
fusing to build this lino. All tho surveys 
havo boen closed, in tho estimates, and 
after tho 1st July there will be no further 
survoys except for proper purposos of lo- 
cation. Tho result of tho year's opera- 
tions as to thorouto was that in spito of 
tho change to tho south of Lako Manito- 
ba, tho Burrard Inlet routo would not bo 
lengthened more than ton miles. Tho 
200 miles wost of Winnipeg would bo 
built for an averago of S10.000 por milo. 
An interjection from Mr. Mackenzio 
brought forth tho Globe's articlo on tho 
Pacifio railway, in which that paper com- 
mitted itsolf to a moro onthusiastio fore- 
cast of tho future of the Northwest thhn 
Sir John Macdonald himsolf. Sir Charlos 
said that when ho read tho article in tho 
Globe ho forgave tho paper for all the 
falsehoods and vituperation it had oast on 
himself. 

He then gavo an outlino of the expen- 
diture on the road up to dato. Sir Charles 
pointed out that Mr. Mackenzio had spent 
in British Columbia alono tho sum of 
81,011,997 for surveys, and on tho main 
lino 81,507,021, or a total of 83,119,018 
for survoys alono. Tho total cost of 
the lino ho estimated at 803,119,018, to 
which must bo nddod the cost of tho Pem- 
bina branch of 81,750,000, and add $22,- 
000,000 for tho COO miles from Fort 
William to Nipissing, making a total of 
about 883,000,000 for tho total cost of tho 
lino. Sir Charles doalt also with tho land 
policy and the probable receipts from 
thorn. That wo could build the road 
with tho lands and havo aBtirplu3of lands 
left, was a point which, quoting from Sir 
John Macdonald, ho pressed homo on the 
Houso . Ho quoted also the Globe's articlo 
recommending portions, great portions of 
tho lino as commercial enterprisos certain 
of success. As to the British Columbia 
soction, the Minister quotod tho Globe's 
assertion that if 100,000 people should 
sottle in British Columbia during the pro- 
gress of tho work, that would solve tho 
difficulty as to cost, and tho Globe did not 
see why that should not bo tho case. As 
to the question of the cost of operating 
the road after it is built, tho Minister stat- 
ed that possible objections to that point. 
Hogavo the returns of the Pembina 
branch, showing that for tho month of 
March the receipts from all sources had 
boon 824,771. Sir Charles said that ho 
had no doubt that in 1882, when we 
would have a large number of rnilos in 
operation, all that would pay its own cost 
without fail. With regard to tho can- 
cellation of tho contract for tho Georgian 
Bay branch, Sir Charlos made an explana- 
tion. The road would have cost §1,900,- 
000, and a largo part of the money 
would havo been flung away. To- 
day tho energies of tho business men 
are all directed towards tho Sault Ste. 
Marie railway as a far more promising 
enterprise. Sir ChnrleB concluded in a 
pororation which was greeted with repeat- 
ed rounds of applause from tho Minister- 
ial benches.

THIRD SESSION. 



. Monday, May 3. 
Mr. Spooler took thechair at 2. 05 p.m. 

PETITION. 

Mr. Wilson presented a petition from 
Mr. Onderdonk, contractor for tho Yale- 
Savona section of tho Canada Pacific rail- 
way, protesting against the imposition of 
road tolls on railway supplies. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem explained that the 
former road toll bill had been disallowed 
in an unusual manner. Tho fact of its 
disallowanco had not readied tho govern- 
ment through tho usual channel. Whilst 
at Ottawa he had consulted with tho 
minister of railways and had suggested to 
that gentleman that the portion of tho 
road to be used by the railway contractors 
should be kept in repair by the provincial 
government, tho expense resulting from 
such repairs being defrayed by the Do- 
minion government. 

Tho potition was laid on the tablo. 

' NEW BILLS. 

Mr. Galbraith introduced a bill intitul- 
ed "An Act to ropeal the 'Licences Am- 
endment Act, 1874."' Road, a first time. 

Mr. Drummond introduced a bill in- 
tituled "An Act to amend the "Munici- 
pality Amendmont Act, 1879." Read a 
first time. ■ ' 

CARIBOO .MAIL SERVICE. 

Mr. Ferguson moved that a respoctful 
address be presentod to his honor the 
lieutenant-governor praying that lie will 
cause a representation to bo niado to tho 
Dominion government in favor of the 
establishment of mail communication be- 
tween Barkcrville, Snowshoe, Keithley, 
and Quesnolle Forks. 

Seconded by Mr. Cowan and can-ied. 

PUBLIC DOCUMENTS. 

Mr. Vernon moved that in the opinion 
of this 'Houso it is desirable all docuraontn, 
papers, etc., recommended by tho print- 
ing committee to bo printed, should bo 
laid before tho Houso in printed form at 
tho earliest possible moment, and should 
afterwards bo bound with the sessional 
papers. 

Tho mover suggested that whilst the 
House is in Dcssion extra printers be em- 
ployed so that returns askod for can bo 
brought down before adjournment. It 
had frequently happonod that returns np- 
plied for were not printed until after the 
house had adjourned and consequently 
desirable information, aSkod for by mem- 
bers who wished to use it during tho ses- 
sion, did not appear until too late and not 
at all in tho sessional papers 

The motion was carried. 

MAIL HKRVIi 



1 Mr-W. M.Brown moved that a 



spectfiil Addrees bo present to His Hon- 
our tho Lieutenant-Governor, praying 
that he will causo a representation to bo 
mado to the Dominion Government of 
the necessity of having tho mail extend- 
ed to Alkali Lake. Tno'mover explained 
that the extra distanco to bo travellod 
was not over eighty miles and the service 
could bo performed at a small cost. 

Mr. Ash said the application should be 
made through the proper channel. < The 
usual course was to apply to the inspec- 
tor of postottices who would then make 
enquiriea as to tho necessity of the ser- 
vico and if ho was convinced it was desir- 
able ho would rocommond it at Ottawa. 
As a rulo resolutions of tho nature of that 
introduced by tho membor for Lillooet 
were passed over by tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment without much attention. 

Hon Mr. Walkem stated that whilst ai 
Ottawa he had been informed that resolu- 
tions of a similar charactor passed on pre- 
vious occasions had not been without ef 
feet. 

Tho resolution, which was soconded by 
Mr. Saul, passed unanimously. 

SUPPLY BILL. 

Hon Mr. Beaven moved tho aocond 
reading of the supply bill. 

Mr. Ash asked how it happoned that 
tho bill askod for money which at the 
time of the first roading of tho bill had 
not been voted by the House. Ho con- 
tended that it was usual to wait until the 
labors of tho Houso wore comploted bo- 
fore bringing in tho bill. Ho simply 
raised tho point to show tho irregularity 
of tho procedure. 

The motion was carried and the bill 
committed with Mr. Gallbraith in tho 
chair. 

Mr. Ash asked tho Finance minister if 
tho government intended to borrow $65,- 
000 which remained unborrowed under 
the Loan Act. 

Hon Mr. Beaven replied that the 
clause spoke for itself. Under no cir- 
cumstances would debentures bo issued 
for the amount unless tho exigencios of 
tho public service demanded it. In any 
event debentures amounting to $20,000 
would not be issued for any other pur- 
pose than the redemption of debentures 
outstanding to that amount under tho 
Loan Act of 1874. 

After a longthy discussion on a point of 
order tho bill was reported complete with- 
out amendments. 

Mr. Smithe called t ho attention of tho 
Houso to the fact that no appropriation 
had been mado by tho government for the 
establishment of a woollen factory. Now 
that tho supply bill had boon passed it 
would bo too late to vote an appropriation. 
Ho desired tho fact placed on record 
that, notwithstanding tho unanimous 
vote of the House, the government had 
neglected to place a sum on tho estimates 
for a bonus in aid of a woollen mill. He 
could not believe that the government 
had at any time a desiro to assist in the 
establishment of such an industry. 

The linanco minister contended that it 
was quito open to tho government, ovon 
now, to introduce a bill making special 
provision for a bonus. 

Mr. Smithe hoped the government 
would take advantage of the position 
they assumed and would bring down a 
measure embodying an appropriation. 

Mr. Ash regretted that no appropria- 
tion had been mado for tho payment of 
the Kootenay commissioners. He also 
thought that provision should havo beon 
mado for tho payment of certain claims 
in connection with tho graving dock. He 
observed that honorable men did not 
make claims for damages not actually sus- 
tained, hut although the government had 
sustained no real damago thoy had put in 
a heavy claim against Reed Bros, and had 
thereby deprived tho creditors of that firm 
of pnymontB to which they woro justly 
entitled. Thoso croditors had trustod the 
contractors for tho coflbrdam in tho bolief 
that tho government would deal with 
them honorably. The government, how- 
ever, appeared to be too anxious to save 
money no matter what injustico their 
policy wrought to other persona. Ho 
took it that British Columbia did not do- 
Biro any such insincoro and cheese -paring 
policy. (Hoar, hear.) 

Mr. Wilson said ho hoped tho report of 
tho committoe appointed to investigate 
tho accounts of Reod Bro3. and tho Gov- 
ernment would be treated with duo resr « ;c. 

Hon. Mr. "Walkem eaid it would 
bo treated with all tho respect to which it 
would be entitled. He would stato that 
whilst he was at Ottawa tho delay in tho 
completion of tho coffordam had. cast a 
suspicion around tho entire work, and 
had largely increased the difficulty of ob- 
taining the consent of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment to contribute the sum of §250,- 
000 towards the dock. Tho Houso should 
bear in mind that the contractor for the 
drydockis now on tho waytothe Provinco 
and he would doubtless take notico of the 
manner in which tho Government had 
dealt with previous contractors. If tho 
Government failed to enforce the con- 
ditions of the cofferdam contract thoy 
would not bo in a proper position, should 
the contractor for tho dry dock fail to 
carry out his contract, to call upon him 
to carry out to the strict letter of tho terms 
of his ngreoment. Ho would say "you 
did not enforce tho terms of tho coffer- 
dam contract why should you oxpoct tho 
fulfilment of the terms of mo." Ho (Mr. 
W.) would stato that tho claims of tho 
creditors of Reed Bros, would moot 
with every consideration as tho hands of 
tho Government. 

Mr. Smitho submitted that if any dif- 
ficulty had attended tho Government's 
efibrts to obtain assistance for tho dry 
dock from the Dominion Government 
they had only themselves to thank for it, 
for it would be well remembered that tho 
chief commissioner himself had stated 
that on tho completion of the coffordam 
the walls would fall in and that tho struc- 
ture would not stand tho pressuro of tho 
water for a single day. That roport had 
got abroad and doubtloss had act- 
ed detrimontally to tho interests of 
tho province. He (Mr. Walkem) had 
declared tho piles wormeaton rotten, (Mr. 
Drummond — Terreda navalis) and thero 
could bo no doubt hi3 unpaii-iouc state- 
ments had had a bad effect abroad. He 
was glad, however, to hear I he assertion 
of tho leador of tho government that it 
was the intention of tho ministry to tako 
into favoraole consideration the claims of 
thoso persons in tho provinco to whom 
tho contractors for the cofferdam were in- 
debted. He (Mr. S.) would stato at once 
that it was his intention to movo that an 
appropriation be mado providing for tho 
payment of thoso creditors. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom, referring to tho 
momber for Comox, said that ho was 
surprised to hear tho romarka of that 
gentleman who had been olocted to sup- 
port tho present government. 

Mr. Ash — What government? Was 
your govornmont in existence whon I 
was elected! 

Hon. Mr. Walkom— It is well known 
that tho hon. member has been false to 
his pledges. 

Air. Ash replied that such was not tho 
case, but ho would ask tho attorney 
genoral if on a former occasion ho did not 
interview members of the opposition and 
offer to them the positions his colleagues 



hold in tho cabinet without the knowledge 
and- consequently without the consent of 
thoso colloaguea. To go further back oven 
than that, was it not a matter of history 
that he had been guilty of deserting the 
McCreight government? (Hear, hear.) 

Hon. Mr. Walkem, who rose hastily, 
said that the momber for Comox had boon 
frequently soon walking along Humboldt 
street, literally following tho footsteps of 
a certain gentleman and anxious to shake 
hands with him. The hon. member for 
Comox had beon appointed a minister of 
tho Crown once, but oniy once, as tho 
people had taken good caro that ho was 
not a member of tho Government again. 

Mr. Spoakor said the discussion was 
altogether out of order. 

After further debate tho report on tho 
supply bill was adopted and the third 
roading set down for to-morrow. 

ROAD TOLLS. 

Hon. Mr, Walkom.- moved tho third 
reading of tho Cariboo Road Tolls Bill. 

Tho clerk, undor instructions of Mr. 
Speaker, thon read tho petition of Mr. 
Ondordonk. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that noarly all 
home produce was exomptod from tho 
tolls. Ho contonded, howevor, that tho 
House was not responsible for tho fact 
that the Dominion Government had dis- 
allowed, and to his mind unfairly dis- 
allowed the previous, toll bill. 

Mr. Mara said there was no misappre- 
hension on tho part of the contractor as 
ho stated tho bill would soriously affect 
him and increaso tho cost of constructing 
the railway. Ho further askod that hay 
Bhould bo placed on tho'list of exceptions. 
If his prayer was not grantod ho (Mr. 
Mara)was glad to hear tho loader of tho 
Government stato that the Houso had a 
right to levy a toll on a road in tho inter- 
ior, as ho intended moving tho following 
amendment: "For ovory pound of rico 
carried from Yale in tho direction of Cari- 
boo tho sum of two cents." Ho believed 
there would bo at least threo thousand 
Chinamen working on tho railway botweon 
Emory and Boston Bar within threo 
months. As thoy could not bo taxod in a 
direct manner, ho thought thoy could bo 
reached by taxing rico. Ono Chinaman 
would eat six hundred pounds of rico a 
year; ho would theroforo pay an indirect 
tax of $12 per annum. This would yield 
an annual revenue of $36,000 — nearly 
onough to keep the road in repair. It 
would protect tho wnrkingmen by in- 
creasing tho cost of tho Chinaman's liv- 
ing, and afford ported ion to tho farmors 
of New Westminster and Yalo by ad- 
ding to tho consumption of Hour. Ho 
considered it tho duty of tho representa- 
tives of agricultural districts to support 
the amendment as well as those who woro 
opposed to Chinese immigration. Ho 
thought the tax of two cents on riso would 
not causo ths bill to be disallowed as 
thero was no discrimination in other ar- 
ticles. Produce as well as farming im- 
plements and mining machinory were ex- 
ompt and if tho Houso had tho power to 
exempt one article they had tho power to 
increase on anothor. If tho House could 
impose a tax of ono cent thoy had the 
same right to levy a tax of two cents. 
He considered tho tax a more practical 
solution of tho Chineso difficulty than 
mero buncombo resolutions and hoped 
members would support it. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem could not agroo to 
tho amendment. It was no use repeating 
what he said on Saturday. Tho Bonior 
membor for Yalo was not sincere in tho 
position ho had taken on this bill. His 
argument was fallacious with roferenco to 
the tax not hoing discriminating. The 
more fact of tho article of rico being 
solectod was in itself discriminating. 
His (Mr. Mara'B) objoct was to kill tho 
bill. 

Mr. Smitho said that tho attornoy- 
gonoral had mado no attempt to moot tho 
arguments of tho senior membor for Yale. 
There was no weight whatover in tho as- 
sertion of tho hon. gontleman opposite 
that tho tax was discriminating. Impos- 
ing this special tax on Chinamen's food 
would oblige them to consume farmers' 
produce which in itself was a most desir- 
able object to be obtained. Ho could not 
see what thoro was to object to in tho 
amendment. Evory white man eating 
rico would havo to pay tho tax also, so 
that a good ond would bo accomplished 
in evory respoct. It cortainly was tho 
duty of every member of tho Houso to 
protect white labor. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys thought tho 
amendmont would imperil tho bill and 
might possibly defeat it. If tho Govern- 
ment could legally consent to the proposi- 
tion of tho hon. member for Yalo it 
would bo done. He would go further 
than that even; ho would so tax the 
Chinese that thoy should bo driven out of 
tho country altogether. 

After a discussion as to whothor tho 
debato Bhould bo continuod and further 
amondmonts admitted Mr. Vernon moved 
that tho third reading bo discharged and 
tho bill rccommittad. This motion was 
finally loBt on the following vote: Yeas — 
Messrs. Ash, Bonnott, Ferguson, Mara, 
Pimbury, Smitho and Vornon. Nays— 
The rest of the Houso. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that tho Parti- 
tion Bill and Priority amongst Executions 
Creditors' Abolition Bill and perhaps tho 
Land Bill would bo roady on Tuesday. 

MUNICIPALITY ACT, 1872, AMKNDMENT BILL. 

Houso went into committoo on this 
bill, Mr. Ferguson in tho chair. 

A discussion arose as to whothor clause 
46 referring to club rooms had passed. 
Clause finally adopted as amondod. 

Clause 47 for regulating tho width of 
tiros and wheels was, on motion of Mr. 
Wilson, struck out. 

As sovoral hon. mombors wore of 
opinion that tho Municipal Council had 
full power to deal with tho closing of 
saloons on Sundays clause 48 was also 
struck out. 

The final clause was slightly amondod 
and adoptod. Committee to roport to- 
morrow. 

Houso adjourned till 2 p.m. Tuesday.

Provincial Prluoaa. . 

The Superintendent of Polico has mado 
his first annual roport respecting tho pris- 
ons of the Provinco. Tho period dealt 
witli is the year onding October 31at,1879, 
and tho Superintendent says it is gratify- 
ing to be able to state that tho number 
of convicts recoived in the various gaola 
has been gradually decreasing during the 
past few years, although the population of 
the principal cities and of tho Province gen- 
erally has materially increased. The ex- 
pense of maintaining tho prisoners has 
boon considerably reduced without cur- 
tailing "their comfort" or roducing prison 
faro. Mechanical skill amongst tho pris- 
oners has been utilizod in tho gaola for 
making and repairing boots and clothing 
which has reducod, ao says tho roport, 
the cost per man in that respect to less 
than half what it has beon formerly. Tho 
conduct of prisoners has been good and 
tho punishment for breach of prison dis- 
cipline light. The Superintendent of 
Polico finds that "kind, generous treat- 
ment, with strictly just enforcement of 
tho prison rules has much improvod tho 
conduct of tho prisoners." Tho cost of 
guarding tho chain-gang at Victoria and 
Now Westminster, together with tho cost 
ot tools and material used, amounts to 
about 05 conts per day for each man 
working and it is doubted whothor tho 
amount of work performed is worth tho cost. 
Tho Superintendent states that marching 
tho prisoners through tho stroots in irons 
does not improvo thorn morally and it iB, 
moreover, a repugnant sight to citizens 
and visitors. On October 31st, 1879, 
thero wero 45 prisoners confined in Vic- 
toria gaol and during tho year onding on 
that dato the number of prisoilor3 liborat- 
od from the samo institution was 332. 
Tho total oxpcnditnro for the year was 
$10,270, inclusive of $7,052 officers' sal- 
aries. Tho cost of each prisoner per day, 
whon takon into consideration with tho 
latter Horn, was 03 cents. Tho value of 
the gaol property and stock in hand is es- 
timated at $27,102. Divino service has 
boen hold regularly in tho gaol on Sun- 
day and tho strains of a harmonium havo 
contributed substantially to the musical 
portions of tho sorvico. The number of 
prisoners in Now Wc3tniinstor gaol on 
October 31st, 1870, was 23 and the num- 
ber liberated during tho year was 137. 
Tho value of this gaol and proporty con- 
tained therein is stated at $11,576. Con- 
siderable information is atao given con- 
corning tho condition of Nanaimo, Yalo 
and other gaols and in Homo instancos al- 
terations and ropairs of an essential char- 
actor ate strongly recommended. Wo fail, 
however, to discovor a list of prisoners 
who havo effected their escape from Vic- 
toria gaol. This omission is an oversight 
to which wo may have occasion to alludo 
on a future occasion.

Tho Oaargcs Against Kr. Sonford

Mr. Sandford Fleming, Engiucer-in- 
Chiof of the Canadian Pacific railway, has 
addressed a memorandum to tho Minister 
of Railways and Canals which haB since 
been published and distributed with refer- 
ence to the charges mado against him. Ho 
concludes as follows: Tho writer believes 
that ho has established that tho censures 
which havo been directed against him are 
not warranted by tho facts and ho respect- 
fully submits : 1. That ho has not un- 
wisely advisod tho Government with re- 
spect to tho bridging of Red river. 2. 
That ho has not absented himself from his 
duties without authority and without 
cause. 3. That he has not neglected his 
responsibilities, or subjected to injury tho 
interests intrusted to him. 4. That he is 
in no way to blame for tho original quanti- 
ties being exceeded and tho cost of tho 
work increased on the sections in quostiom 
0. That ho has not caused needless ex- 
penditures at Cross Lako on an improper 
location. C. That ho has not allowed 
public money to bo carelessly wasted; but 
that by every moans in his power ho has 
endeavored to control tho expenditure on 
tho work, and that ho has earnestly en- 
deavored in all respects faithfully to dis- 
charge the dutieB of his position. It is 
bolievod that Mr. Fleming is to be re- 
moved from tho position of Chief Engi- 
neer and to bo placed in tho position of 
Consulting Enginoor to the Government. 
Tho Chief Engineer is not yet namod, but 
whoever may bo appointed will occupy a 
position in which his efforts will bo by no 
moans independent. It is said that many 
infiuonccs within tho staff of the Pacific 
railway survoy have been endeavoring to 
compass Mr. Fleming's injury, but no in- 
justico will be done whatovor changes 
may be mado. So says rumor.

ENGLAND.

Ireland. 

London, May 1. — The Times, ap 
proving of the appointment of Earl 
Cowper as Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland, 
says that the worst in Ireland seems to 
be over. The spring has been reason- 
able andthepromises of th,o summer ex- 
cellent. If a good harvest succeeds 
the dismal experienco of recent years, 
the exasperation of temper that comes 
from want, will die away.

ence the working class. Ho was knows 
at the palace as a clever carpenter, and 
has been recognized by some officers 
for whom ha worked. 



CANADA. 

Ottawa, April 30.— In the house of 
commons Sir John Macdonald ssid 
that no such proposal as that Can»d» 
should be made liable to furnish a con- 
tingent in case England engaged in 
hostilities with foreign countries wsa 
ever made or thought of either by th* 
imperial or dominion government.

UNITED STATES. 

New York, April 29.— The Jixpnta 
Hnya: — Tho flurry arising out of' the 
calling in of loans by Canadian, banks 
is over. It is generally believed that 
these institutions have now withdrawn 
all, or nearly all, they had out on call 
in this market. They have a largo 
amount of time loans outstanding, but 
most of these do not mature until well 
into the summer. 

New York, April 30.— A leading 
Canadian bank agency in this city says 
that tho bill which creates such alarm 
among foreign bankers here even if not 
vetoed by the govcrnmcint, will ba mo- 
dified so as to be satisfactory to all in- 
terests.
